‘Fifty Belgian Girls Killed 
‘in Bombing of Hospital 


LONDON, July 10.—In a recent 
German raid.on the _Belgians more 
than fifty girls were killed by air 
bombs launched upon an ambulance 
park at.La Panne, behind the Yser 
front, according to a‘ special dis- 
patch from The Hague.

The notification made it clear that the 
United States expected that the Mexican 
in ‘return, would permit 
exportation to the United States of arti- 
cles not needed by Mexico, and also 
guarantee that imports from the United 
States would not be re-exported. It was 
also stated that articles on the list for 
free export were not the only articles 
that Mexico could obtain. If other im-

Bulgarian Right Is Threatened. 
LONDON, July 10.—Successes won by 
the allied troops in Albania will add 
seriously to the troubles of the Aus- 
trians. They were won by a fresh, de- 
termined action in. the Balkan area, 
where any military success must. al* 
ways have immediate and valuable po- 
litical Feaction. 

‘The; line on which fighting is going- on 
at present runs from the River Devoli 
t6 the Adridtic, § distances 8f &Svét 
bixty miles, In addition to the French 
and Italian troeps engagéd in the 
battle, Albanian troops, under Essad 
Pasha, are fighting. against the Aus- 
trians,.and, because of their familiarity 
with the country, are in a position to 
give valuable assistance. 

Although ‘the region of the allied ad- 
vance is seventy miles from the Saloniki 
front, there are already signs of nerv- 
ousness among the enemy troops in that 
area. The advance in Albania is a 
sérious threat to the right flank of the 
Bulgarian armies in the tegion of 
Monastir. Thi8 is evidently appreciated 
by the enemy, and it will also have the 
effect of bringing to the side of the 
Allies many from the hill tribes, who 
are among’ the finest fighters in the 
world. Every fresh success of the 
Allies will hearten the South Slav races, 
who are already in revolt against their 
Austrian rulers. 
A further short advance will bring the 
Allies to Berat, the chief town of South- 
ern Albania, and it is significent that 
Austrian official statements admit the 
progress of the French and Italians. 

Many Bulgarian Deserters. 

Desertions from the Bulgarian army 
on the Macedonian front are increasing 
greatly, French Headquarters in Mace- 
donia informs the Saloniki correspond- 
ent of The Times. 
All the deserters say that conditions 
in Bulgaria have become unbearable, 
and that hopes of an ultimate victory 
have vanished, Insubordination has in- 
creased in the Bulgarian Army, and 
many units recently have ‘refused to 
obey orders to attack. 
The submarine danger in the Mediter- 
ranean is declining, the correspondent 
adds. Supplies needed in Greece are 
arriving with greater regularity. :

CALLS: FOR ACTION IN SIBERIA. 


Czech Success a Piece of Luck for 
Allies, Says London Paper. 

Special Cable‘to THE/NEW YORK |TIMES. 

LONDON, Thursday, July 11.— The 
Daily Chronicle says editorially today: 

‘“‘There have not been man pieces of 
purer luck for either side than that 
which has befallen the Allies in the 
matter of the Czechoslovak control over 
the Trans-Siberian Railway. Are we 
going to take adyantage of it or is the 
opportunity which has been literally 
thrown at. our heads to he frittered 
away as so many others have been? 
Ever since the signing of the peace of 
Brest-Litovsk the case for allied inter- 
vention in Russia has existed.’ 

The paper then reaffirms that no op- 
position to Germany’s eastern projects 
can be expected from the Bolsheviki as 
long as Lenine directs their policy. 

“As a matter of fact,” it says, 
“‘Lenine’s complaisance to Germany 
went much further than the. published 
treaty. It is known to the allied Gov- 
ernments that he has signed a definite 


agreement with the Germans giving’ 


them priority and special.concessions in 
raw materials—that is, in all the 
products of Russia’s great natural re- 
sources of forest, farm, and mine. His 
plan is not to resist German expansion 
in Russia, but to accept it in view of 
whatever loaves and fishes it may bring, 
and to this plan, which seems to have 
been distasteful not only to his allies, 
the Social Revolutionists of the Left, 
but éven to his henchman Trotzky, he 
appears to .. irretrievably committed.”’ 

The Chronicle points out that there 
has never been anything to show that 
the Brest-Litovsk treaty carried the 
consent of the Russian people and that 
the heads of partics comprising a great 
majority of the Constitutent Assembly, 
‘‘the only duty elected democratic organ 
of popular will existing in Russia to- 
day,’’ have only recently - reaffirmed 
their refusal to recognize the treaty of 
Brest-Litovsk and their determination 
to regard Russia as remaining in a 
state of war. with Germany, ‘‘a war in 
whose further prosecution they would 
under certain conditions welcome allied 
assistance.”’ 

The editorial proceeds: 

“It has been obvious from an early 
date that for the purpose of rebuilding 
an anti-German power in Russia,. Si- 
beria offered peculiar advantages. . It 
is sufficiently remote from Germany to 
make it difficult for a German army to 
crush a movement at an early stage be- 
fore it got on its feet. It. possesses ice- 
free communication with the outer 
world across the territory of. our Chi- 
nese ally.. Moreover, it is peculiarly 
easy of access to the only great allied 
military force not earmarked for serv- 
ice elsewhere, the Japanese Army. 

_‘‘ Against these considerations only 
two points appear militarily impossible. 
Both of these objections have been in- 
calculably lessened since they were 
originally urged. It has become clear 
that anti-German and anti-Bolshevist 
Russia will not look askance at Japa- 
nesé help if it 1s properly sponsored by 
the alliance as a whole, and Japanese 
troops could have no. bétter introducers 
than the Czechoslovaks, a Slav people. 

‘‘ As for the railway, it is in Czecho- 
slovak hands, and while it remains so 
there should be no serious obstacle to 
the Allies pushing: far westward very 
rapidly indeed.*’ : 

The Chronicle says: that. the railway 
will need attention, but points out that 
at the time of the Russo-Japanese War, 
when it was but a single-track line and 
had a big breach in its continuity at 
Lake Baikal, it supported an army of 
half a million men at its eastern ex- 
tremity..

After order had been restored, 
Trotzky spoke about threatening symp- 
toms from the Red Army, parts of 
which at the Ukrainian front had taken 
the offensive against the German troops 
in spite of express orders. Then he re- 
ferred to the Czechoslovaks and hap- 
penings in Siberia. “* Kerensky! ” 
shouted one delegate. ‘‘He has done 
the will of the bourgeoisie,”’ Trotzky re- 
plied. ‘“ And you have done the will of 
Mirbach!” the Social : Revolutionaries 
shouted. Then Kamroff, a leader of 
that party, spoke: 

“There are no provocateurs at the 
Ukrainian front,’’ he said, ‘‘and no 
drunken troops, but foyalists who will 
not: be moved. See how our brothers 
in the Ukraine are shot down by: these 
damned canaille.’’ 

Saying this, he turned his eyes to the 
box where the German: Minister was 
sitting. The Bolsheviki protested, but the 
Social Revolutionaries rose, shouting 
“Down with murderers!’ ‘‘ Throw 
them away! ’’ ‘‘ Down with Mirbach!.’’ 

After more speeches a resolution was 
put which intrusted questions regarding 
war and peace to the All-Russian Soviet 
Congress. Kamroff declared that the 
Social Revolutionaries would: not take 
part in the voting, and so they left the 
congress.

PARIS, July. 10.—The question as to 
the responsibility for stoppage of the 
French offensive in C pagne in 
April, 1917, which has al y ‘caused so 
much controversy, was brought to the 
front again today by Paul Painlevé. M. 
Painlevé, it will be remembered, was 
Minister of War at the time, and it is 
charged: that he allowed. himself to be 
influenced by Malvy, Caillaux,. and 
other so-called defeatist politicians to 
give a peremptory order for the cessa- 
tion of the offensive, which, according 
to some versions, had it been allowed 
to take its normal course, would have 
brought about the end of the war over 
@ year ago, or would at least have 
driven the Germans back to the Meuse. 

M. Painlevé, in a statement handed te 
the newspapers today, complains that 
he is now accused of having béen in- 
duced by dark influences at the same 
period to dismiss General Mangin, who 
was then in command, under General 
Nivelle, of an important section of the 
front involved in the offensive referred 
to. The ex-War Minister asserts that 
General Nivelle, then Commander in 
Chief, and not he himself, was respon- 
sible for Mangin’s dismissal. .He adds 
that in July, after the offensive, he ac- 
tually offered Mangin another command 
identical with that which the: latter ac- 


‘cepted a few months later from Georges 
‘Clemenceau, the Premiér. and present 


Wear Minister. 

Most newspapers content themselves 
with reproducing Painlevé’s statement 
and remarking. that it is regrettable that 
Mangin and Nivelle cannot give their 
versions, owing to their. tongues being 
tied by military discipline. 

, Charles Taurras, in L’*Action Fran- 
caise, however, -ridicules Painlevé’s 
statement and roundly calls him.a liar. 

Léon Daudet, in the same journal, in- 
directly refers to the subject in an arti- 
cle in which he asserts that at the peri- 
od referred to by Painlevé ‘ Caillaux 
and Malvy, both slaves of Germany, 
exercised an enormous influence in Par- 
liament and in Government councils. 
From the end of March of that year 
Malyy, as Minister of the Interior, sat 
on the War Committee and transmitted 
regularly to the enemy reports of its 
proceedings.”’ 

M. Daudet asserts that these reports 
were sent through Duval, Almereyda, 
Leymarie, Landau, and Marion, and 
that Painlevé and Viviani were com- 
pletely under the influence of Caillaux 
and Malvy. 

The latter’s trial for treason will be- 
gin before the Senate next Tuesday.

BELGIAN ROYAL PAIR 
FLEW TO ENGLAND 


King Albert and Queen Eliza- 
beth Arrived in Seaplanes to 
Attend Royal Function.

Each Had a Military Aviator, and

LONDON, July 10.—The interesting 
disclosure is now made that King Al- 
bert and Queen Elizabeth of Belgium, 
who are now in this country, made the 


journey across the English Channel in 
two Belgian seaplanes. The object of 
their hurried and informal trip was to 
be present at the silver wedding cele- 
bration of King George and Queen 
Mary, and the circumstances are re- 
garded at Buckingham Palace as a very 
graceful compliment. 

This is the first time the sovereigns 
of any country ever made a flight of 
such a nature, although there have been 
previous royal airplane flights, notably 
the trips which the King of Spain made 
in the early days of aviation in Wilbur 
Wright’s machine. 

The Chronicle learns that the two sea- 
planes left Belgium Friday evening and 
arrived in the vicinity of a Channel port 
within about an hour. They alighted on 
the water, and the royal visitors were 
taken off the machines and brought to 
land by a motor launch. The flight was 
quite without incident of any kind, and 
a Belgian official who has been ‘in close 
contact with their Majesties during 
their stay in this country told a Chron- 
icle representative that the King and 
Queen enjoyed the novel journey im- 
mensely. 

The King and Queen spent the night 
as ordinary visitors at a Channel port 
hotel and motored to London Saturday 
morning in time to be present at a fam- 
ily luncheon party which King George 
and Queen Mary gave at Buckingham 
Palace following their visit to St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and the Guild Hall. Later 
King Albert and Queen Elizabeth paid 
private visits to Scotland, but returned 
for the Belgian concert given at Albert 
Hall this afternoon, when Lord Curzon 
disclosed the fact of the seaplane trip. 





Escort of Scout Planes. 


LONDON, July 10, (Associated Press.) 
—A royal air escort of three Belgian 
seaplanes ‘guarded King Albert and 
Queen Elizabeth on their flight over the 
Channel from Belgium to England Sat- 
urday morning. The royal couple trav- 
eled in separate seaplanes, each oper- 
ated by a Belgian army aviator. On 
the British side of the Channel the 
King landed first near a British war- 
ship off Dover. The Queen descended 
soon afterward, her seaplane also land- 
ing near a warship. 5 

This is the first time since the war 
began that King Albert has visited 
London. The only time he has been out- 
side of Belgium has been during one or 
two informal trips into France. 

Queen Elizabeth was most enthusiastic 
about the voyage, telling about it 
wherever she went and whenever any 
one asked the details of the trip. De- 
spite the fact that the Queen has ridden 
in airplanes before, she had never been 
over the sea. 

The King, who for a long time has 
taken much interest in airplanes, has 
made many flights, so that among 
friends in London he did not, seem to 
appear to think there was anything par- 
ticularly novel about his flight. The 
first few days after he arrived he said 
he would rather not have the news- 
papers tell of his trip.

In addition to attending the 
silver anniversary of King George and 
Queen Mary, the royal guests visited the 
British Grand Fleet, going to the naval 
base on Tuesday. This they had been 
planning to.do for some months. 

No formalities marked their departure 
from Belgium, few, with the exception 
of Belgian officials, being aware’that 
they were to take the trip. With the 
exception of Admiral Keyes.and several 
other high British officials, no one in 
England knew of their coming. 
Belgian scout machines started first. 
Then came the seaplanes bearing the 
King and Queen, with another scout 
bringing up the rear. 

King Albert and Queen Elizabeth at- 
tended today a concert given by the Bel- 
gian Orchestra, which is visiting Lon- 
don. Speaking of this function, Earl 
Curzon, member of the War Cabinet, 
said, in his reference to thé royal 
couple: 

“On Saturday sheraing they flew over 
here. They were the first King and 
Queen to descend upon our coast from 
the sky. 

“To welcome our own King and 
Queen on the memorable occasion on 
Saturday last and to show their sym- 
pathy with the wounded sailors and sol- 
diers, the King and Queen of the Bel- 
gians took a short respite from their life 
of watching and waiting in the angle of 
Belgium which is still left to them— 
watching for the next assault of the 
brutal enemy.”

QUENTIN ROOSEVELT 
WINS ARRIAL FIGHT 


He Starts to Join Three Other 
Fliers and Then Finds 
They Are Germans.

AméFoait! Airmen: -Perletrate «Fifty 
Miles Into Enemy Area on 
the Marne Front. 





WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES ON 
THE MARNE, July 10.—Lieutenant 
Quentin Roosevelt, the youngest son of 
ex-President Roosevelt, brought down 
his first German airplane this afternoon 
in a fight north of Ch&ateau-Thierry. 
Lieutenant Roosevelt with three other 
pilots was flying at a height of 5,000 
yards, eight miles inside the German 
lines, when the machines became sep- 
arated. Soon after, Roosevelt saw three 
planes which he thought were his._com- 
panions and started to join them. He 
was close by approaching the machines 
from the rear when he saw his mistake, 
for the planes were German. 
Roosevelt immediately opened fire, 
and after fifty shots tracers penetrated 
the fuselage of the nearest German ma- 
chine and it went into a spinning nose 
dive, falling through the clouds 2,000 
yards below. 
The Lieutenant is certain it must have 
crashed, for no pilot voluntarily goes 
into a 2,000-yard spinning nose dive. 
The two remaining German airplanes 
attacked Roosevelt, but he managed to 
make good his escape and returned to 
the field, himself and his machine un- 
scratched. 
American pursuit planes flying in 
squadron ‘formation penetrated German 
occupied territory north of Ch&teau- 
Thierry for a distance of fifty miles to- 
day and chased several German ma- 
chines which they encountered. The 
Americans secured considerable infor- 
mation and observed the preparations 
being made by the enemy. 
The Americans flew ‘over many newly 
constructed German flying fields, in- 
cluding one believed to be occupied by 
the famous Richthofen Flying Circus. 
The planes were at a height of 5,000 
yards in the course of a great part of 
the flight. All the Americans safely re- 
turned. 
The fronts west and east of Chiteau- 
Thierry where American troops hold 
positions have been unusually quiet, 
but it is believed that heavy fighting 
may start at any moment.:

material, it succeeded in standing 
against the most powerful defensive or- 
ganization,” says General Corsi, the 
Tribuna’s military critic, remarking 
that the Austrian offensive in grand 
style ended in notable territorial gains 
for the Italians. Continuing, he says: 

‘““The chief interest and importance 
of these last Italian actions consist in 
showing the perfect organization and 
co-operation of all ranks down to the 
private soldier. The nature of the 
ground is such as to render con- 
certed action impossible. Therefore 
the whole battle is carried out 
by small groups of ten acting separate- 
ly, thus calling for great resourceful- 
ness and promptitude on the part of all 
concerned, as well as the most perfect 
system of co-operation between differ- 
ent groups. 

“The battle was eminently successful, 
as jt managed to wrest ground much 
valued by the Austrians from fresh 
troops specially sent to defend it.

McCudden had won almost every 
award for valor possible to an officer 
in the army, including the Victoria 
Cross. He went to France with the 
first expeditionary force and had more 
than three years of continuous service 
on the western front to his credit. He 
had destroyed more than fifty-four Ger- 
man machines, his bag including seven 
machines in one day. 
He was the leader of a _ squadron 
which covered itself with glory, hav- 
ing up to the close of 1917 brought down 
ninety-nine enemy aircraft.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE; July 10, (Associated Press.)— 
Superiority in the air, clean cut and 
unquestionable, rests with the British 
flying men today. There have been 
periods in times past when it seemed that 
@ very slight addition of strength to 
either one side or the other might tip 
the balance temporarily, but no such 
period exists now. British airmen are 
supreme, 

Not only have the King’s fliers been 
maintaining a decided upper hand in the 
intense fighting in the air, bat the work 
of-British bombing squadrons has far 
exceeded that of the enemy in vigor and 
results. In’ the more spectacular field 
of. aerial fighting the British have 
hounded hostile pilots until the greater 
part of their battles have occurred east 
of the German lines, and tn numerous 
engagements staged every day when the 
weather permitted great numbers of 
hostile machines have been destroyed. 
One British aviator alone has _ sent 
twenty-five crashing to the earth in the 
last few months, and others of his 
comrades are not far behind in their 
total. 

The work of bombing squadrons has 
been growing steadily and the British 
have been reaching further and further 
into the German back areas in search 
of military, objectives. There has been 
no letup day or night, squadrons of 
British planes having kept up an al- 
most endless bombardment of impor- 
tant positions, and -their accuracy in 
bomb dropping is testified to in scores 
of photographs of destructive hits. 
Not only have railways, airdromes, 
and other vital objectives been effectu- 
ally bombed, but the loss of life among 


German troops in concentration camps 
has been exceedingly heavy. Captured 
documents bear testrmony to this, and 
prisoners admit it. 

The british have constantly conducted 
their yaids from an exceedingly low 
height, sometimes coming down to with- 
in fifty feet of the ground to loose 
bombs. The Germans, on the_ other 
hand, seldom venture below 10,000 feet 
because of their fear of the British anti- 
aircraft defenses,.which have reached a 
state of perfection never. before 
achieved. The difference in the accuracy 
of the two services in bomb dropping 
thus has an obvious explanation. 

The straight shooting of British bomb- 
ers is exemplified by the work of one 
pilot who attacked two German trains 
near Hermies the other day. He ob- 
tained a direct hit on the first train 
and then blew up the track in front of 
it. Diving on another train near by, 
he knocked two trucks off the track 
with explosives. Having stalled these 
trains, he proceeded to rake them 
viciousty with his machine’ gun. Inci- 
dentally, he opened fire with his ma- 
chine gun on seven other trains soon 
afterward, with good results

LONDON, July 10.~The Fourth of July 
has come and gone, and we have paid 
our tribute more generally and. gener- 
ously than ever before to the help Amer- 
ica is giving to the allied forces, A 
year ago the most striking .symbol of 
our joy in the unity of the great Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples in the common 
cause was to be seen at Westminster, 
where the Union Jack and.the Stars and 


the Houses of Parliament. This year 
the chief feature has been the large 
number of American soldiers who have 
taken part either as guests or enter- 
tainers jn the celebrations. 
I am neither a financier, nor a manu- 
facturer, nor a merchant; but it requires 
little imagination to realize how differ- 
ent our position would now be were:the 
boundless resources of America in 
money, matérial and foodstuffs denied 
to us. Nor am I a sailor; but while the 
prevention and replacement of shipping}. 
losses are among the cardinal factors 
which will decide .between victory or 
defeat America’s aid in hunting down 
the enemy pirates and her energy in 
developing her. shipping industries are 
in themselves alone worthy of every 
flag we have flown on, Independence 
Day. 
I am a soldier, and-it is therefore of 
America’s military aid that I wish to 
speak. We have had most encouraging 
reporte lately of the rate at which Amer- 
ican soldiers are .pouring into France 
and have been told that America has 
already sent some million of her sons 
across the Atlantic. We know that 
many of these American: soldiers are 
brigaded with our own troops, a gener- 
ous loan to tide us over our difficulties 
in finding men to replace the heavy 
losses we have suffered this year. 
Naturally we are counting much upon 
this help in the present time of stress, 
but it is important that we should not 
count too much, and that we should take 
a@ sane view of what is possible; other- 
wise we shall be disappointed and be 
tempted to think unjustly that our ally 
has failed us. 

Not 1,000,000 Fighters. 
First, as to numbers. There is a 
great and important diffetfence between 
the total numbers of an army and the 
numbers which can be actively em- 
Woyed in fighting the’ enemy. The 
working of the bases which receive and 
issue all the multifarious requirements 
of an army absorbs large numbers of 
men. More still are needed to main- 
tain a regular flow of these require- 
ments along the lines of communications 
to the fighting front. Hospitals, schools 
of instruction and training establish- 
ments of all kinds make another large 
call, so that it must not be imagined 
that the total figures of the American 
strength in the west represent, or near- 
ly represent, the numbers which Gen- 
eral Pershing can throw into battle. 

We know from General Pershing’s 
communiqués that the actual fighting 
strength of the American forces at the 
front is steadily increasing, and that 
American soldiers have taken part in 
the shock of a great modern battle 
with glory to themselves and to the 
chagrin of the enemy, who has from 
the first day of the war underestimated 
the power of a free people to create and 
place armies in the .field; but our own 
experience teaches us that this business 
of fitting new armies to take their part 
in battle is slow. Some of our new di- 
visions did take a noble part in the 
battle of Loos in September, 1915, but 


battle of the Somme, that our new 
armies as a whole received their real 
baptism of fire. 

America has, it is true, had the ad- 
vantage of being able to train her troops 
behind the trenches held by the Allies 
| and could use her.little regular army to 
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perience to the new levies, while we for 
| the most part had to put quch troops as 
| we could collect in the early days of the 
war straight into the front. Against 
this advantage must be set the disad- 
| vantages of the far greater distances 
| from which America’s armies have to 
come and the world shortage of ship- 
ping. Shipping is indeed the factur 
which limits more than any other the 
development of America’s strength in 
France, for the time must come when 
all the shipping which Ameriea can lay 
hands on or can launch will be needed 
to carry across the Atlantic the am- 
munition, material, and food necessary 
for the maintenance of her armies in 
the field and drafts to replace the wast- 
age of battle and of success. 
Our Development Slow, but Certain. 

For these reasons the development of 
America’s fighting strength cannot be 
very rapid, and we must have patience; 


effect inevitable, America is picking for 
the field the prime of ker manhood. At 
a time when all the other nations en- 
gaged in the war have sent their youths 
and middle-aged men to the war we 
have just learned that America has 
picked cut and sent back: from France 
some 700 young men of under 21 who in 
their eagerness to fight had deceived the 
recruiters and found their way to the 


manhood in the American ranks. We 
have for several months been shipping 
boys of 18% across the Channel, and 
Germany has for some time past had 
her youths of 19 under training. The 
effect of the, intervention of a fresh 
army composed of the picked manhood 
of a nation which is not suffering from 
the staleness of four years of effort 
must be decisive - 

But we must realize that new armies 
are not made in a day, and understand 
the special difficulties which. América 
has to overcome. The ¢ n. will come 
all the sooner #f we are not beguiled 
with false hopes and do not, as a con- 
sequence of an exaggerated estimate of 
what America can do, slacken our own 
efforts.

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., June 10.—More 
than 3800 aviators and officers of the 
allied armies today paid tribute to the, 
memory of Sergeant Gianfelice Gino, 


Royal Italian Flying Corps, who was 
killed at the army aviation field at 
Mineola on Sunday when he misjudged 
his distance from the ground in per- 
forming evolutions for a party of allied 
officers. The plans for his funeral ‘to- 
day were made by the Italian and 
American officers in co-operation, but 
Sergeant Gino’s ‘comrades were deeply 
touched when hundreds of the Amer- 
ican aviators who had been in the 
Italian sergeant’s classes at the field 
attended the funeral in a body without 
informing the officers of their intention. 
When the cortége started on its march 
to the Church of Our Lady of Loretto 
the Italian and American officers who 
were acting as an escort passed between 
lines formed by all the American cadet 
aviators of the First Provisional Wings 
unit. Most of the 200 cadets in the 
unit had taken instruction from Ser- 
geant Gino, but all volunteered to 
march to Hempstead from their field 
in honor of their‘instructor. After the 
son bearing the oottie of the avi- 
ator, draped with the Tlags and in- 
signia ‘of the Royal Italian Flying 
Corps. and the American Army, had 
passed between the lines of cadets who 
stood at salute, the Provisional Wings 
‘fell in and. marched: to the church. 
Noncommissioned officers of the 
Wings had gone to Camp Milis to tell 


Italian aviator and two of the artiller 
bands volunteered to attend the funeral. 
and officers and men from the regi- 
ments. there attended also. In the pro- 
cession some of the American officers 
carried Italian flags, and many of the 
an officers carried American ‘flags. 
As the procession left the church tor 
the Greenfield Cemetery squadrons of 
airplanes from the aviation field flew 
over the cort4ge dropping flowers. When 
the caisson was within a few feet of 
the vault an American aviator flying a 
swift battle plane swoo from the 
sky almost unseen by t officers in 
the procession and dro ped: a wreath of 
roses upon the coffin. It fell upon the 
aviator’s cap and lay aoa upon the 
American flag and os y upon the flag 
of the Royal Flying Corps. In a short 
eulogy at the vault Giuseppe Bevione, 
head of the Italian Air Mission to Amer- 
ica, said: 
‘* Sergeant Gino has served his coun- 
try in the noblest way. During these 
lant ~— years he has brought honors 
to Italian aviation, flying in all ma- 
chines in peace and war with astonish- 
ing ability and unexecelled courage. All 
those who witnessed his last two lights 
at the Mineola field will never forget 
the extraordinary bravery of this poised 
and silent Italian. 
‘Great as he was, he had never been 
so great as during the brief moment in 
which all of us followed him with our 
hearts in suspense, saw him dare more 
than man can dare—the stretching of 
the limits of all the posibilities of a 
wooden and steel machine in the air.

Abnormal Activity in Moving Men 
and Traffic Before American 
! Fronts Is Observed. ° 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—General 
Pershing’s daily communiqué, as issued 
rtoday by the War Department, states 
that unusual activity in movement of 
troops and traffic was observed in the 
German rear areas on July 5 and 6. The 
text of the report follows:

“Section B—In the ChAateau-Thierry 
region conditions were practically normal 
on July 5 to 6,-the outstanding excep- 
tion being the activity of the German 
air forces. The enemy’s intermittent 
artillery fire was-heavier in the vicintty 
of Vaux than usual, but the total number 
of shells used.,was considerably less 
than on the days immediately preceding. 
The majority of the shells were of small 
and medium calibre. An enemy attempt

There was much 
movement of troops in.the German rear 
areas, where as many as four companies 
were seen at one time. 

“The traffic was also excessive. , Our 
observers reported buildings on fire at 
the Souillard Farm and the explosion 
by our batteries of what is believed to 
have been a trench mortar ammunition 
dump. Our troops were continuously 
active in ambush and reconnoissance 
patrols and our batteries were active.

FREELY T0 THE WAR 


Commissioner Sells Reports 
Returns from the Reser- 
vations Are Good. 





$300 FOR A PRIZE GOAT 
Realised at’ an Auetion by the 
Omaha Tribe, Which Raised ~ 
a Total of $2,000. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—Reports re- 
ceived by Cato Sells, Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, from about one-third of 
the Indian reservations, indicate a total 
Red Cross membership of close to 20,- 
000, contributions in money amounting 
to more than $50,000 and further dona- 
tions of thousands of hospital garments 
and knitted articles. 

The Omaha tribe recently held an auc- 
tion for the Red Cross which netted 
$2,000, including $300 for a prize goat. 
The boys of a school in the Northwest 
gathered 2,000 pounds of Sphagnum moss 
for surgical absorbent pads. Some 400 
Christmas boxes were also contributed. 
One of the larger schools reported a 
Students’ Friendship War Fund, with 
$750 on hand, and twelve war savings 
societies. This school in four weeks 
bought 1,000 thrift stamps and @urteen 
baby bonds. 

On a small reservation far. north, 
where the Winters are long arid severe 
and the Indian must struggle for the 
necessaries of life, more than $1 per 
capita for every adult was paid in cash 
for Red Cross and other war relief pur- 
poses. In the Southwest, where the 
parched desert gives scant returns and 
sheep raising is the chief means of sup- 
port, many of the Indians have each 
promised a fleece of wool for the Red. 
Cross and the Superintendent plans the 
experiment of spinning this wool and 


knitting it into socks, sweaters, &c., by 
the Indian women. 

In a& Montana district where the 
Indians are nearly all full bloods they 
voluniarily held meetings and each one 
who has a growing wheat crop promised 
to donate one sack of wheat for war 
relief work. On another reservation 
where the Indians are very poor and 
have little ready money, they donated 
an abundance of handsome bead work 
one other curios to be sold for the Red 
ross.

Every féature of Edward A. Rumely’s 
activities as publisher of The New York 
Evening Mail, the German ownership 
of which, in the opinion of Federal 
and State officials, continued up to the 
moment of Dr. Rumely’s arrest on Mon- 
day afternoon, is being inquired into 
by the Federal Grand Jury for the 
Southern District of New York. Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney 
Harold Harper, who is conducting the 
investigation, called several witnesses 
before the Grand Jury yesterday, two 
of whom are said to be men well known 
in New-York banking circles and famil- 
jar with certain of the financial feat- 
ures of the transactions which led to 
the acquirement of The Mail by the 
German Government.’ The names of all 
witnesses examined yesterday were 
withheld by the Fedéral authorities.. 

Henry Il. Stoddard and Paul Block, 
who are now publishing The Mail, went 
to Washington yesterday afternoon for 
a conference with Federal officials.

TEN YEARS FOR RUSSELLITE 


Court Lenient with Italian Trans- 
lator Who Merely Obeyed Orders. 


Giovanni de Cecca, one of the Russel- 
lites found guilty of violating the es- 
pionage,. law, was sentenced yesterday 
to serve ten years.in the Federal Prison 
at Atlanta by Judge Howe in the United 
States District Court, Brooklyn. :

On the moral side the nation 
is endeavoring to draw a distinction be- 
tween a. profit commensurate with the 
effort or capital employed and stimula- 
tive to enterprise and production, and 
the profit tnat is abnormally large due 
to war conditions.

“‘In the facé of shortage—and we are 
short of most commodities today—the 
maximum production of that com- 
modity is positively essential. In Gov- 
ernment regulation, to safeguard -pro- 
duction, all profits or prices must be 
based either directly through price or 
indirectly through profits, on the stimu- 
lation of production. The consequence 
is that it is Hehe sags A to set these 
standards sufficiently high to maintain 
and stimulate a certain level. of high- 
cost producers. : i ' : 

‘* There is, however, a point in profits 
or price where the increase in produc- 
tion is not commensurate and restraint 
is needed lest price ascend to a height 
whére the people of the more limited 
means ean no longer buy. This ts con- 
servation for the rich. and not for the 
poor. On the other hand, neither the 
cost nor the profits in any two units of 
production will be the same, and while 
the high-cost producers may be limited 
to low margins, the low-cost producers 
under these conditions will make prof- 
iteering profits. och 

“While I am convinced that regula- 
tion of the types in practice by -many 
executive departments is fundamentally 
essential to prevent runaway markets 
and vicious speculation, I can see no 
remedy for the intermediate situations 
below such regulations, except a‘gratiu- 
ated .excess profits tax that will. restore 
that excess of profits made from pubilc 
necessity back to the public. It is m 
belief, from an intimate contact wit 
many .industries that such a course of 
enlarged taxation will be patriotically 
supported by them. ° 


Cites Sugar as an Example. 


‘““A good case in point is sugar. If 
sugar were unrestrained by. agreements 
the price would, in the face of this 
world shortage, go to 20 cents a pound, 
as it has in countries where no restraint 
exists. As the American people consume 
8,000,000,000 pounds, such a rise in price 
would cost the consumers $800,006 000. 
The great majority of producers, manu- 
facturers, and the public agree that re- 
straint is essential. In considering the 
costs of production we find. that a cer- 
tain. level is necessary to protect the 
high-cost producers. et at this lével a 
minority. of the beet factories will be 
earning profits of from 40 per cent. to 
100 per cent. upon their investment. 
This minority creates the impression of 
profjteering. Their profits are in- 
ordihate. While the public can re- 
ceive its major protection through the 
measures taken, the correction of this 
minority profiteering can only be reme- 
died by stronger taxatiori.of war profits. 

‘There is an additional phase of the 
limitation of profits by regulation where 
‘such regulation needs _ co-ordination 
with taxation. If a'regulation of profits 
or price is placed at so low a level 
as to restrain the profits of the low- 
cost producer to a normal profit it will 
not only cut off high-cost producers 
and. increase the shortage, but some- 
times gives to the low-cost. producer the 
entire field and means the crowding out 
of many business concerns. In many 
industries it means bigger businesses 
will survive and the smaller businesses 
will. be extinguished.. 

“This is typically, the case in the 
meat packing industry. The five large 
concerns together kill about 40 per cent. 
of the animals of the country. They 
will this year produce about -7,000,000,- 
000 pounds of meat products. They are 
80. regulated as to profits on animal 
business (in fact, on all business ex- 
cept foreign holdings and non-food busi- 
ness) that their: earnings could not ex- 
ceed one cent per pound of meat. -prod- 
ucts produced. Yet if they earned this 
amount they would earn $70,000,000 per 
annum. I am sure the packers them- 
selves will agree, upon-their pre-war ex- 
perience, that this would be an inordi- 
nate profit. On the other hand, a fur- 
ther drastic lowering of profits would, 
in-some branches of the business cov- 
ered by. the packers, drive struggling 
competition from the field. ' 

‘* There is one feature in all regulation 
of prcfits—in food trades particularly— 
that is sometimes overlooked. These 
trades are nearly ‘all seasonal, and ey 
are in the vast majority dealing wit 
perishable products. By taking a few 
months during the season of prime ‘op- 
erations their profits may appear large, 
but they must face largely reduced 
profits or even losses over the balance 
of the year. This is. particularly true 
in the grain and vegetable handling, and 
in cereal-milling trades. la’ mar-

PROTESTS ON LUXURY TAXES. 





Jewelers Contend Proposed 50 Per 
Cent. Levy Would Be Ruinous. 


WASHINGTON, July: 10.—Members of 
the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee today. studied. the list of luxury 
taxation suggested by the Treasury De- 
partment, but opposition was apparent 
to many of the proposals which some 
committeemen regarded as impractica- 
ble. The committee will take up the 
list item by item when it* begins fram- 
ing the new’ war revenue Dill. 

The first protest against the Treas- 
ury’s ‘suggestions came today at the 


committee’s hearing of representatives 
of. the wholesale and retail jewelry 
trade. Meyer D. Rothschild and Robert 
B. Steele, both of New -York, declared 
that the proposed 50 per cent. retail 
tax on jewelry was ruinous and would 
force so many concerns out of business 
that the Government would not derive 
nearly so much revenue from this source 
as it would under the 10 per cent. tax. 

William H. Hill of Detroit, Mich., 
who represented the patent medicine in- 
dustry, proposed the Canadian plan of 
affixing a Government tax stamp on 
patent medicines, the amount of the tax 
to be added to the selling price.

The memorandum accompanying the

For 
example, a tax on hotel bills of over 
$2.50 per day per person will diminish 
the excess profits taxes paid by a 
profitable industry. That is a defect 
of all taxes levied for a double pur- 
pose. It is easier to. lay a tax for 
revenue only, and it is easier to de- 
fend such a tax. The excess profits 
taxes are so productive, especially of 
the things most wanted for purposes 
of the war, that it is better to lay 
emphasis upon taxes which allow or 
stimulate production than upon taxes 
which restrict consumption, and cut 
down profits and taxes simultaneously. 
It is the difference between expansion 
and restriction of trade. The war which 
has been won by restriction of trade 
has not yet been fought. 

There is no tax without objections. 
But there are principles of taxation 
more difficult to dispute. One of 
them is that a few productive taxes 
yield more revenue, and less irrita- 
tion, than a multiplicity of small 


well adapted to annoy taxpayers on 
every hand, when they eat, when they 
clothe themselves, when they stir 
abroad, when they take their pleas- 
ures, when they indulge themselves 
4m countless ways ordinarily innocent. 
On the one hand, this comes near to 
commendation of the proposal that 
taxes should be laid on “ everything,” 
if they are to be equitable. Also, it 
will offend those who lean so far in 
the other direction that they think 
all taxes should be laid on a single 
gource -of revenue. The. middle 
course of taxes on few objects of 
universal consumption is carefully 
avoided. The “ free breakfast table” 
fis sacred to those who sit at it and to 
the politicians who defend it. Those 
who think of taxes solely as revenue 
producers know that taxes on tea, 
sugar, coffee, cocoa are among the 
most productive of taxes, the most 
easily borne and collected, and pro- 
vide the only way of reaching those 
who are studiously exempted from 
most other taxes. They are not with- 
out objections, but, once levied, would 
not give the trouble of multifarious 
taxes which hardly produce the cost 
of collection. Taxes on servants, for 
example, would throw many out of 
employment, and make objects of 
charity of those who cannot find other 
wagepayers.

FOR. GOVERNOR OF NEW YORK. 
To what party the next Governor 
of New York, whoever ‘he may be, 
belongs, is a matter of minor, and 
solely political,, moment.. The condi-. 
tion precedent of his election will be 
his known, consistent, and absolute 
loyalty, his zeal for the war, victory 
in which is the common platform of 
Americans. He should be equal to 
the post, should have thg strength 
of character, the judgment, the 
knowledge of State affairs, the abil- 
ity to deal with men and Legislat- 
ures, the intellectual calibre that be- 
fit the Chief Magistrate of a State, 
itself no small nation, of some 11,- 
000,000 souls. In this time, of all 
times since the civil war, New. York 
needs a Governor who will be a man. 
We are not to expect miracles, how- 
ever, and a respectable mediocrity is 
perhaps the average of our list of 
Governors, occasionally illustrated by 
brilliant and famous names. It is 
in the power, if it is in the wish, of 
both the great. parties to name can- 
didates' worthy of an hour when the 
State and the nation need the best 
service of their best. Will both par- 
ties do it? Well, the Republicans are 
sure to have a respectable, even a 
candidate. It seems 
probable. that Governor WHITMAN'S 
dearly belayed direct primary will 
turn out the official product again, 
and, whatever be thought of his am- 
bitions, of his shrewd coquettings 
with prohibition, of his fat crop of 
powerful Republican enemies, ‘of the 
perhaps largely mythical hostility of 
the farmers to him, he will be a strong 
candidate. At least, he or any other 
man, if any other man is capable of 
being the chosen of “the people’s 
will” in the Republican primaries, 
will have an unblemished record of 
patriotic activity and sound Amc-- 
icanism. It is true that Mr. WuirT- 
MAN once had a dangerous coadjutor 
and “familiar spirit, the same that 
has bedeviled the Democrats of New 
York, but he shook him off.. 
At present, then, the Republicans, 
whatever their squabbles, are of 
good hope. They look to the Dem- 
ocrats for help. Will the Democratic 
Party of New York cut its own 
throat? A sinister ambition, a sin- 
ister influence, fruitful of Democratic 
disaster in this city and the State, 
again overshadows the Democrats of 
New York: Are they to give away 
the election? Will they be cajoled or 
bulldozed into a nomination dictated 
from that quarter? 

It is impossible to believe that the 
Democratic Party of New York itches 
for new disasters from that same old 
source. That sort of nomination would 
split the Democratic Party instantly.

ITALY’S ALBANIAN OFFENSIVE. 

The scene of the Italian advance in 
Albania, presumably undertaken un- 
der instructions from the Allied War 
Council and, of course, with General 
Focu’s approval, is nearly 200 miles 
west of the Bulgarian positions of Srka 
di Legen, which the Greeks captured, 
together with 1,500 prisoners, in the 
end of May. The Greeks are on the 
right of the allied line, which extends 
to Avlona on the Adriatic, the Ital- 
ians Lolding the left in force. If a 
general offensive in Macedonia and 
Albania is intended, events must 
march quickly,’ for Winter comes 
early in the Balkan highlands. 

The Greek success raised a hope that 
some strategical plan to releve the 
German pressure on the front in 
France was to be worked out, but 
when silence fell*in Macedonia again, 
and weeks elapsed before another blow 
was struck, and that in a far distant 
sector, there was nothing to do but 
wait for, developments. 

The Austrian front in Albania is 
not held in force, and the. Italians, 
who. have declared, Albania inde- 
pendent under their own protection, 
needed little encouragement from 
headquarters at Rome to take the of- 
fensive. The sympathy of the people 
is sd strongly on the side of the Ital- 
fans, if Essap PasHa’s influence has 
not vanished, that the Austrians must 
be campaigning under difficulties. 
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flight of that misfit ruler: the Prince 
of Wied, and for a time Hasap laid a 
heavy hand on the Austrian and Bul- 
garian subjéects- in his jurisdiction in 
the north. 
A steady advance northward by the 
Italians would ultimately threaten 
Uskub, the railway centre in South- 
western Serbia, and it may be as- 
sumed that if the Italians continue to 
press the Austrians back with the de- 
sign of driving them from Albania, 
the Serbians and French in the cen- 
tre of the. allied line. at Monastir, 
and the British and Greeks on the 
right, will join in the offensive with 
all the resources at their. command.. 
What those resources are is a miii- 
tary secret. 
A glance at the map will ae that, 
if a line be drawn west from the 
French base at Monastir, it will pass 
north of the region where the Italians 
and Austrians have been fighting on 
the Osum and. south of the Semeni 
River. Therefore the Italians have 
some distance in a mountainous and 
undeveloped country to go before the 
signal can be given to their allies to 
strike. But the latest news is very 
favorable. Since Sunday the Italians 
have advanced fifteen miles, and 
Berat, a town of some importance on 
the Osum, is threatened by them. 
—_—_—_—_—— 
THE UNREPRESENTED PUBLIC. 
The President of the Western Union 
Company should have spoken for the 
public as well as for the stockholders 
of his company when he appeared be- 
fore the Senate Committee. @pesident 
CaRLTON was very properly solicitous 
that, if the Governmegt. should take 
over. the system, Congress. should 
“ make sure that there is ample com- 
pensation for the huge investments.” 
The interests of. the. Western Union 
stockholders ought to ‘be safeguarded, 
but Mr. CaRLTon with equal propriety 
and greater emphasis might have en- 
tered his protest in behalf of the peo- 
ple of the United States against the 
Government seizure and operation of 
the wires; either now or hereafter. 
The case for the taking over of the 
telephone and telegraph systems asa 
war measure has not been made out. 
The Secretary of War and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy gave their opinion 
that it was necessary. The public 
should be informed of the facts- which 
support that opinion. Certainly, there 
has been nothing made-known in re- 
lation to the Government and war 
business. of the telegraph companies 
which would justify. the demand that 
the .wires. be surrendered to.the Gov- 
ernment. The argument advanced in 
the committee that the Government 
operation was urgent “as a protec- 
tion against spies” is absurd. That 
protection is guaranteed as surely 
under private operation as it could be 
under Government control. Those 
who advocate the measure .rest their 
case upon mere assertion. Good cause 
has yet to be shown. 
There are many and sound reasons 
why the. Government should not own 
or operate the telephone and ttele- 
graph lines.. Government control is 
party control. It has been pointed 
out a thousand times that the vast 
extension of Government employment 
involved in the Federal ownership and 
operation of railroads, telephones, tele- 
graphs, and cables would bé a positive 
danger to the Republic, a danger by 
no means securely guarded against 
by the operation of the merit system. 
The. people of the country would much 
dislike to see any party so intrenched 
in power. It must be remembered, 
too, that the analogy between Govérn-| 
ment postal service and Government 
telegraph service fails altogether be- 
cause, unlike sealed letters, telegraph 
messages are open communications. 
Scandals without number would arise 
during national elections because of 
known or suspected abuses of official 
power over the immense multitude of 
communications that pass over tele- 
graph wires. The ‘party in power 
could not be trusted, ought not to be 
trusted with such a command over 


that happened not to be in power. 
Under our electoral system, the col- 
lecting and the transmitting of the 
election returns themselves would be 
in the hands of a deeply interested 
party to the contest. It would be 
senseless deliberately to invite the per- 
petration of crimes and abuses so 
plainly to be foreseen. 

We wish Mr. CaRLToN could have 
given the committee information about 
the”’motive and the source of the 
strike threat sufficient to convince it 
of the need. of investigation. The 
majority of the committee voted to 
report the resolution for Government 
ownership without’ recommendation, 
which would indicate that they were 
not convinced but were willing that 
the Senate should fight it out. We 
share the opinion of Senators Gor, 
PoMERENE, and KELLoGG that. there 
should be a thorough inquiry before 
the resolution is taken up by the Sen- 
ate. A threat by an outside organiza- 
tion to enforce a strike upon 50,000 
telegraph operators, of whom, accord- 
ing to President CaRLTon, only fifty- 
eight belong to the outside union, a 
threat ostensibly for the purpose of 
securing for them the right to organ- 
ize, although they have their own or- 
ganizations of which they ‘are en- 
couraged to become members, is a 
thing to arouse suspicion. Some other 
motive than the desire to benefit 
labor would seem to ‘have prompted 
it. What that motive was and just 
who the persons responsible for the 
threat are the Senate Committee 
should make it its business to find

THE CROPS AND OUR ALLIES. 
The quantities of this year’s crops 
would be sufficient in a normal year 
to be a calamity to the farmers and 
a@ godsend to the railways. Calamity 
from’ abundance is threatened in an- 
other direction’ this abnormal year. 
The prices are as high as the quanti- 
ties, and in some. cases are kept so 
by public authority... Cotton {is sell- 
ing as though the crop was no larger 
than. last year, whereas one of the 
largest crops ever picked is promised. 
Yet the insatiable producers want the 
price to be pegged too high to be paid 
by those selling cheap cloths. «It 
would. be like touching the ark of the 
covenant to fix a low price on cotton. 
It is possible to reach the same result 
by indirection. The price of cotton 
goods may te put so reasonably low 
that: the unreasonably high prices: of 
the staple may be moderated. A few 
years ago the cotton’ growers appealed 
for charity in the form of the “ buy 
a.bale’”” movement, and large funds 
were provided for their relief which 
it was not necessary to use. No 
more is it necessary or excusable now 
to “peg” cotton by having the Gov- 
ernment get under the market and 
take ‘all that is offered, lest the price 
should reflect the abundance. No one 
wishes the planters any harm, but 
they are not suffering like the users 
of their product. Their costs have 
not risen like their prices, and there 
is profit for them even in the very 
increase of their costs. . Land,. for 
example, is one of the chief costs of 
cotton, but as cotton land rises with 
cotton the planters are doubly - en- 
riched, and:all who are using their 
previously owned land can. raise ‘it 
with no greater charge on "capital 
account. 

The same’ Consideration’ aimee to 
other agriculturists. They lament 
the rising costs of their products, but 
neglect to reckon the profits of their 
real estate operation. The tax col- 
lectors refuge to allow taxpayers to 
deduct their losses above their prof- 
its, but the honest farmers who keep 
no books and pay no Federal taxes 
worth mention know how to grow 
rich while losing money on phenom- 
enal crops. These are halcyon days 
for them. And no one wishes them 
harm, either. But when demanding a 
legally pegged price for their. product 
it behooves them to bear in mind that 
others are praying for the day of 
peace, when transportation will bring 
to market millions of bushels of 
foodstuffs now unavailable.. It would 
be.a calamity then for the consumers 
if there were a law which prevented 
the price. reflecting the abundance. 

Price regulation seems td bé a ne- 
cessity, under present conditions, but 
it should: be managed by discretion, 
not according to the laws of. the 
Medes and Persians. On last New 
Year’s we had sent to our allies the 
last of the surplus of the 1917 
harvest, and in response to Mr. 
Hoover’s notice ,of the fact Lord 
RHONDDA cabled pad “We are 
beaten; the war is over.”” Whoever 
has observed wheatless days is en- 
titled to rejoice that the economy 
campaign: enabled us to send 20,000,- 
000 bushels more of the 1917 wheat, 
and by September of this year we 
shall have sent 156,000,000 bushels 
directly attributable to the voluntary 
savings of our people. This year we 
may expect a quarter billion more 
bushels of wheat, with uncertain ad- 
ditions due to the betterment of the 
shipping capacity. Thé abundance 
of the crops is not likely to reduce 
the cost of living this year, but it 
may do something even better. Re- 
membering the -3,000,000,000 bushel 
corn crop, with its promise of pork, 
it seems: reasonable to paraphrase 
Lord RHonppa’s cable to Mr. Hoover’ 
to read: ‘The war is over; it has 
been won by your victory crops.”

Pzr- 
SHING, working together, had drawn up 
a document telling exactly what they 
wanted American soldiers to be and do, 
it might well have duplicated every 
word set down by this hostile but nec- 
essarily veracious critic. His conclu- 
sions, as printed in - THs Times yester- 
day, constituted nothing less than an 
expert’s detailed description of perfect 
soldiers.

Where peace is, ob- 
viously. no. service is participation in 
war. Therefore we are not obliged ‘to 
keep our returned prisoners at home in 
idleness, but are. permitted to send them 
to the peaceful lands in question. There 
they will take the place of other men 
now engaged in convincing the inhabi- 
tants that for them the war is over, 
and though the .newcomers may be 
forced to’ engage occasionally in what 
look a good: deal like battles, that will 
be a purely civilian, or police, activity.

PROF. BONN IN AMERICA, - 


Views . of the German pred Now 
Tells gee What Witson Wants.” 


To the Rditor of The New York Times: 

The recent account in your columns 
of Professor Moritz J. BRgnn’s afticle 
‘* What Does Wilson Want?” brings 
to my mind recollections of the author 
when he lectured.in the Department of 
Political Science at the University of 
California, for one semester, beginning 
August, 1914. 

Professor Bonn on one prey was 
the speaker of the evening at a discus- 
sion club of students and professors 
on the topic ‘“ The Responsibility for 
the War.’’ With the fatalism of Pro- 
fessor Naumann in his article on. ‘‘ The 
Spirit of the Nations,’’ though minus 
the mystical tinge, Professor Bonn 
sought to show that Germany was 
merely a helpless instrument in the 
hands of an irresistible fate. To try 
to place blame for the war, said he, is 
ike the attempt of the Coroner after 
a murder to determine whether the 
trigger or the bullet of the gun was 
responsible. Whether the revelations 
of Lichriowsky -have served to turn{ 
Professor. Bonn’s attention to the 
bandit-nation which’ aimed and fired 
the gun to slay the free peoples of the 
world, is not clear from his present pro- 
nouncement. ° 

On another occasion Professor Bonn 
was the speaker at a great university 
meeting to which thousands of students 
and professors: had come. President}; 
Wheeler spoke of the occasion as a 
‘‘ great family: gathering.”’ Professor 
Bonn was scheduled to tell of ‘‘ Student 
Life in German Universities.”” Feeling 
against Germany was running high at 
the university; news of atrocities com- 
mitted by the field-gray wolves over- 
running Belgium had stirred the wrath 
of the ‘‘ rough pioneers’’ Bonn men- 
tions in his article. As he rose to 
speak he felt that the air was charged 
with hostility and resentment, for he 
said (as well as I remember his words): 
“I would be the last to disturb the 
peace and equanimity of the family 
household to which President Wheeler 
has alluded. But I must take this oc- 
casion to say that I feel that the false 
gods of present-day Germany will be 
overthrown, and that out of the pain and 
agony-~ which Germany will endure in 
this war she will emerge purified, 
cleansed and chastened.’’ 

Has Professor Bonn, now returned 
to Germany, come to pealize that the 
only means. by which his country will 
be chastened is through a military de- 
feat? Has he lifted his pen to counter- 
act the work of the ninety-three profes- 
sors and the ‘‘ hurrah and hallelujah "’ 
pastors of Germanys so that the 
academic: tradition may become not the 
destruction ._but the salvation of his 
people?. In October the seventieth 
anniversary of the German revolution 
of 1848 will arrive. Is Professor Bonn’s 
admission that the impulse to war in 
America is idealistic a premonition of 
the doom of the false gods of Germany: 
the Hohenzollerns, the Ludendorffs, 
and the nail-pierced idols, the Hinden- 
burgs? .

The plans were outlined by John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., Dr. John R. Mott, and 
George W.. Perkins. The quota which 
New York..City will be asked to give 
will ‘be $29,280,000. John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., who presided at the meeting, said: 
“*General Pershing has said that @ 
morally clean man makes the better 
soldier. The work of the Y. M. C. A. 
makes men of higher moral fitness for 
the great combat. We have told the 
men that America is behind them. We 
must prove this.’’ 

Dr. John R. Mott, who recently re- 
turned from France and Italy, where 
he reviewed the work of which he is in 
charge, said: ’ 
‘“* We need this money because of the 
vast increases:in the American Army. 
We have more than 1,000,000 men now 
on the other side. There are 1,500,000 
more in cantonments, and General 
Crowder has said that there would be 
8,000,000 men In camps and overseas be- 
fore Winter.

U-BOAT LEFT CREW 
OF AUGVARD TO FATE 


Chief Engineer Tells Norwegian 
Consul How Ste was 


on Sank Without Warning. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, July 10.—Al- 
fred Pedersen, chief engineer and senior 
surviving officer of the steamship Aug- | 
vald, which ‘was sunk in mid-Atlantic 
by a submarine on June 23, made his 
report today to the Norwegian Consul, 
giving further details of the experiences 
the twenty-séven membérs of the crew 
went through after leaving the ship.

© abandon ship, and the two lifeboats 
were lowered away. There was a gale 
blowing a rough sea at the time, and 
after they got away the submarine 
was sighted.some distance away, firing 
‘her bow n. .The German commander 
-did not attempt to come ‘lose to the 
ats, but left the crew of the Augvald 
© their fate. 
During the night of June 23 the vio- 
lence of the sea increased, and the other 
boat, containing the Captain and twelve 
of the crew, disappeared. On the sec- 
ond-day the boat capsized twice and was 
righted with difficulty by the survivors 
who managed to scramble on board 
again in an exhausted state. That 
night the craft turned over for. the 
third’ time in the midst of high seas, 
and three of the survivors were drowned 
—August Amundsen, first officer; Johan 
.Thorensen, third. engineer, and. Ernst 
Olsen, the ‘boatswain, who was a Swede. 
For days the eleven survivors in the 
chief engineer's boat were tossed about 
by the seas... They kept alive by. drink- 
ing rain wate squeezed from. their 
clethin _e they were rescued by a 
steamship July 4, aud were landed 
on Mouaay 4 afternoon.

Industry, Helped by Cool Weather, 
Continues to Make Good Re- 
sponse to Government’s Call. 





The: proper fixed prices for numerous 
steel’ products have not been adjusted 
since the manufacturers, represented by 
the special committee of the American 
Iron and Steel Institute, and the Gov- 
ernment officials decided last month to 
eontinue the quotations for major prod- 
ucts..on the old basis. In consequence 
of. differences of opinion among the 
mantfacturers themselves in regard to 
certain items, representative steel. men 
aré to meet in ‘this city ‘July 15 to go 
over. the situation thoroughly. 

As: far as mill opergtions are con- 
cerned the week’s reports from trade 
¢entres indicate a satisfactory condi- 
tion. 


“The steel‘ industry, helped by cool 


weather,’’ The Iron Age says, ‘ con- 
tinues to make an unexpectedly good 
response to the call for war steél. Ata 


number of coke works and steel 
employes kept at work on July 
response to Government appeal. Due 
to the good stocks of finished steel 
various manufacturing consumers had on 
hand and the effort at Washington to 


revent drastic curtailments, shutdowns 
or lack of iron and steel have been rare 
in metal-working lines. However, this 
week, like others, has brought fresh 
warnings of impending restrictions. 

“Recently signs have increased of a 
better morale at iron and steel works, 
the stimulus to ship production having 
apeerennty worked back to raw mate- 
rial sources, 

“The conferences of steel manufac- 
turers and_a special price-fixing com- 
mittee at Washington, July 3, brought 
disagreement on all the products con- 
sidered. On rails the makers them- 
selves were at odds. The $57 price for 
open-hearth' rails, at which some sales 
have been made this Ag was favored 
by large interests; while others held out 
for . Government representatives 
ercpoeet a figure much lower than 
either.’’. 

é Iron Trade Review says: 

“ Chief responsibility for the equi- 
table and efficient satisfaction of war 
emands in.iron and steel has been put 
y the Government upon the producers 
themselves. This is the controlling pol- 
icy. to be drawn from the complete and 
lucid ‘instructions to buyers and sellers 
issued jointly by the Prioriti4s Commis- 
sioner and the Steel Director. As a re- 
sult, much of the misapprehension and 
confusion which had been cg eg Sh 
apick movement of materials has been 
removed. ‘Phere is a strong suggestion 
that the Government, in the interests 
of more practical results, has seen fit 
to modify some of its earlier ideas on 
the rigid control of shipments. Blanket 
authority given by the Steel Director 
to ‘the mills to ship small lots to con- 
sumers in non-war lines scarcely means

The extent to which the banking re- 
sources of Wall Street institutions are 
being. devoted to financing the war is 
illustrated by the statement of condi- 
tions rendered by the First National 
Bank of New York in response to the 
t call of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency.

Report for, Half Year Is First 
Announcement of Extent of 
Proposed Taxation.

A RIDE ON AL ALL LINES 


Threatens. to’ to Pat Za Zone. System 
Into Force on lis Surface Roads 
Under Old Franchises. 


The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
has filed an application with the Board 
of Estimate for permission to charge’ a 
7-cent fare on the subway, elevated, and 
surface lites of the company. Its plea 
is similar to that made in its application 
to the Public Service Commission for 
the privilege of charging 2 cents. for 
transfers, and is based on increased 
costs due to the war. But the company 
asserts that it. has a legal right to in- 
crease fare on all of its surface lines, 
because its franchises, unlike - ‘those 
granted for the operation of lines in 
Manhattan, do not fix 5 cents as a maxi- 
mum fare. 

It is explained in the application that 
the company does not wish to exert its 
rights in the matter, ang would prefer 
to have the city authorities sanction the 
increase. . When the franchises for -the 
surface lines were granted, it is ex- 
plained, the zone system was in effect, 
which gave the. company the right to 
charge as much as 20 cents in some 
cases, where now the charge is only 5 
cents. : 

The company says that a point has 
been reached where justice to the serv- 
ice, to its employes and to the investors 
demands greater revenue. ‘‘ Shall we 
go back to the zone system, as we are 
authorized to do by our franchises? " ‘it 
asks. ‘‘ We prefer not to unless there 
is no other way open.’ 

In its application for an increase *on 
the subway and elevated lines the 
company refers to its contract with the

‘lines have been pooled as the lines’ have 


been put into operation. It describes 
the net results as ‘excellent’ consid- 
ering that the system is not yet com- 
pleted and that in spite of excessive 
costs the net revenue has been suffi- 
cient to meet the company’s first pref- 
erential and within $1,475,000 of the sec- 
ond preferential.

James: O'Shaughnessy of the 
State’ Banking Department had reported 
that on Feb. 14, 1918, his examination 
had disclosed. irregularities in. loans 
made by Poggenberg to Irving Nemerov 
of 621 Willoughby ‘Avenue, Brooklyn, 
now a corporal in the 22d Infantry Ma- 
chine Gun Company ‘at Fort Hamilton, 
and Harry Goldberg, doing business 
under names of the Grace Wearing Ap- 
parel Company and the Plaza Manu- 
facturing Company, anda partnership 
known as Nemerov & Goldberg.
